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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of the invention of Group I, claims 1 and 2 in Paper No. 6 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 6,128,053 
(Brandt et al.). 

Regarding claim 1, Brandt discloses a heater 11 for an LCD display comprising a dummy 
cell 1 (called "passive liquid crystal cell" in Brandt at the paragraph bridging cols. 3-4) adapted 
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for use in the LCD, a heater 11 embedded in the dummy cell 1, (See also, col. 3, lines 27-43 and 
col. 4, lines 48-56 and the figures. 

Regarding claim 2, the heater may be made of ITO (col. 4, lines 50-51). 

Conclusion

US 6,317,178 Bl (Brandt et al.) and EP 0 915 360 A2 (Brandt et al.) are each in the 
patent family of US 6,128,053, applied above, and anticipate the instant invention.
